The virit 
lias I wen arranged^ with excellent tact, 
and hi marked copatrast with that of 
the I*rin«*«* and Priucesa of Wales to 
Ireland, whra sonic sought to make 
party capital mu of the event. The 
Duke of York’s little speech on landing 
at Kingstown, In which he referred to 
the pleasure which the Duchess' nnd 
himself anticipat'd fronts betterncqiiaint- 
Mice with Ireland and the Irish, struck 
the right nob, while the dress of the 
Dvebess. gre**n Irish poplin, iinrncdlnte- 
|r won the iffrdiona of the people otv 
the streets At Dublin the reception of 
the Duke and Duchess was far heartier 
and more general than was snticipated 
by even the most enthusiastic royalists.

In 18S7 he was itidtice*! to quit his ship 
and J*dw his brother Charles on the 
gold field at Klngower. They stakxl nut 
a thirty-six feet square claim. !<*>k out 
a miner’s right, and begnn sinking their 
shafts. They had met with but indiffer¬ 
ent luck until the 14th of August, which 
Is pretty much the Australian mid¬ 
winter. when the «nrpr J a , ng event oc¬ 
curred which forma the ta*l« of this 
story. It had better he told In Napier’s 
words, jnst as he gave them to me onr 
day: t 

“We hjd got dow-i to the pipe clay 
bottom.” he said, “which marked the 
tad of an extinct river, and was the 
chief charnel eristic «f all alluvial dig¬ 
gings in Au-trnlia. when inr pick fitVDCi 
something hard. I keevr at once that 
R wasn’t a tanlder. there wa* not the 
same ring to It. It strnck dead. Be rap¬ 
ing awny the dirt. 1 caught sight of the 
bright yellow color of pure gold. 1 knew 
at once that it was a nugg t. but its 
siae I could not tell This was about 
ten o'clock In the morning My brother 
wa« work'ng In another part nf the 
ehrim. and I immediately called to him 
to come. . M\ first thought wra that 
•nm- one would come along and see that 
We were digging out a ouggi t; so w 
tried to keep it partially rovered, while 
we dug away with pick and abotel.” 

"Wn-n'f you excited T | asked. 

M Rx«'ltcdr sahl Napier. Interrogative¬ 
ly. "I cannot describe to you how ex¬ 
cited I was, especially when this nugget 
was at last got free. I was all I could 
do fb lift It. and I mw that it was 
solid, pure gold. It was two feet four 
inches long, by ten inches wide and from 
114 tu 9% Inches thick. It weighed ex¬ 
actly 14»l pounds four ounce* and three 
pennyweight*, and -was actually the 
largest and finest nuvgvt of pure gold 
ever found anywhere In the world. One 
or two others were found that weighed 
as much, hut they were not solid nor

one to *ee. It -was 217 enrat* Hue. 
or a* near ataolutely pure gold as It la 
possible to get. Of «-our*e. the young 
Prince could not lift It.” 

“Then the nugget was pat on exhibi¬ 
tion at the Crystal Palace, for which 
privilege we were |iaid $ 2 TjA a week. 
We lived at a swell hotel on the Surrey 
able and had a great time. This lasted 
for three uh’tiths, during which time 
Blr Roderick Murchison had a cast made 
of the nugget for the British Museum. 
The work was so perfectly done by au 
Italian that you couldn't tell ope front 
the other until you lifted -hem. He also 
gave me a duplicate." 

“Finally w;- scld the nugget for fi*h».- 
,000. It wa# not worth wore than fi5t».- 
<NlO intrinsically, but being the largest 
ami finest g. ld ever found, we got fit!,- 
000 more than its real value. After a 
time l* passed into the possession of the 
Bank of Kugland. the mieution being to 
keep It for the British Museum; but 
about that time a now general maniger. 
or new directorate, came iu. and to the 
surprise and regret of every one the nug¬ 
get was one day melted down and turned 
Into money. It yielded about teo thou¬ 
sand sovereign*, and that was the end 
of the great nugget." 

It la natural to inquire further into the 
movements of the man who bad found 
the nugge* and was uow rich. The 
M..r> .« short. He came hack to ('anada 
and went into the shipbuilding business 
in Gl o uce at dr. He was elected for that 
county in the laqrislature. vod sat tn the 
House for a term. Then fortune turned 
her smile* to frown*, and the product 
of the great nugget went out one morn¬ 
ing with the tide. Napier was no longer 
a rich man. Hard times followed, and 
be had never ta«u able to recover hia 
Dm ting. He has spent the past few years 
In the lumber xwidx nod when I heard 
from him last he was in charge nf a gang 
of men on one of Mr. Onderdonk'* canal 
contracts on the 8 t. Lawrence, where he 
i* not apt to pk-k up another one hun¬ 
dred ana forty-rix pound gold nngget.
